Latin scholnr. As a cook in one of onr 
Loudmi Shelters he is unite hiippy. He 
v.-nulcl like to get sonielhiiig to do in the 
South of France on nccount or his 
heallii, as this elimnle is Inn damp and 
colli for him. He is a nice, quiet aud 
sincere fellow, and is still yoiing-looking. 
Tic has n very Interesting spiritual ex- 
perience.

Moses liiid told Joshun he- 
tore to be strong, nnd of food courapc, 
nlthough lie Imcw nl tlic time he de- 
livered his messiigc thnt Isrnel would 
hackslide utterly, nud thnt God, in turn, 
would forsake them. That meant the 
ultimiite undoiiic of nil .Toshiin's work 
Oil cnnh ; but this mndc no dillcreueo 
with his orders, his duty, Joshua s 
bnsihcss was to obey God— the results 
were altOBCtlicr his Master's business. 

That is why there need he no such 
thing ns failure in snlvatlon nnd snlvn- 
tioii warfare ; because success in re- 
lifc-iuii is nltoeether n matter of the 
iiidividuars relations with God. The 
man who obeys God to the letter, "eo- 
in^' step by step" with Him, ns Enoch 
did, doini; "alwnys" the things that 
[ilensu him, ns Jcbhs did, Encceeds spirit- 
ually : the man who does not walk 
inp:!.ciitlv ill the Bfiirit, doinR the will 
of God in na complete 8uh- 
misBioii, taith, and love "as it is done 
in heaven," thou^-h hfl mny shake the 
earth, and write thousands of names in 
the Book of Lite, spiritually fails. 

From all worldly imints ol view, the 
life of our Lord, after it had ended on 
tin- shnmeiul cross, was the most com- 
plete failure ever known. And yet, 
ivitbout it, what spiritual buccces was 
ever possible for you nnd me V The 
fathomless depth of humiliation alone 
can measure the heieht of Jesus' love, 
and it is only nn Wo look into its won- 
drou-s meiiuiuff with eyes spiritually 
opened, and. by the same eternal Spirit 
offer o\ir.-;elvf>s to God for n like human 
failure, th:ir we can he a Divine suc- 
cess. 

That was -vlmt Joshua did. No time 
\va,stcd in cmnparint' his littleness with 
JIoscs' greaiiies.':, bis lack of education 
nnd breeding with the former lender's 
auviiiiiiiKcs. in inmcntinu his jack or 
sucii H iieuii'iiant as Aaron was, nor 
even in speeulatine as to the means of 
doiuj; God's ivill. He did not point out 
to tiie Lord thnt Jordan was floodiuir 
the whole tcuntry, and thnt, owinf to 
their desert lire, the people hadn't learned 
to swim, nor mastered the art of boat- 
hiiildiiiir. Ill- seems to have simply list- 
ened to his orders, nnd considered, either 
tJien or hefoic, the ability of God lo 
carry him lliroush his undortnkinK, and 
made hi.f announcements nceordinely. 
"Williiu llirci' days," ht told the Israel- 
ites, "tlion shall pass over this Jor3=.E." 
Like Daviil utter him. he "cncourafjed 
hiniiiclf in lb:. Lord"; like Abraham bo- 
fore him, be acconnted thnt "God was 
nhle." 

There is no future ii'ith our .Tudpo — 
only an eternnl Now. .Toshiia had his 
i-ha'ueo ot uudyiiiff siiccnss in the fioetitiK 
moment ; i.e took it Uy faith, and is 
Wl'itteii down for all iipe? to oome, ns 
n man who did not fail.

But he must come to accept tlie Bible 
standnrde, especially in this mutter oC 
success r.ud failure, its ideas, its Spirit, 
instead of his own, his father's, his 
neighbor's. And there, 1 siispeot, lies 
the difllcnlty with most ot ns. 

All this reads easily, reads simply ; 
but its tremendous menning brings ns 
straig'ht to the cross— to the death of 
sell ! It is only a dead self whicli can 
ever come to be a Joshua, a Scriptural 
believer. 



The Following Address was Read by Dr. 
Jenner, Essex, Ont., at an Army Tem- 
pRrance Meeting. 

Let us now study its effects on the 
individual for n few minates. 

The man takes a few glasses and 
hceomcB into.^:ieated, or, literally, poi- 
soned, for this is the meaning of the 
term. The first effect is to quicken the 
heart, producing a full, frequent, and 
rapid pulse; AH the £uucUons hctoine 
move active for the time. The prcvnil- 
inj: tcudoucics of the man arc brought 
out— the irritnhlc become quarrelsome, 
the weak nnd silly become mirthful nnd 
servile, the snd and melancholy are 
moved to tefirs. All these aymptomq 
correspond to a mild degree of iuflain- 
mation of the brniu, and resemble in- 
cipient insanity. 

As this stage of excitement subsides, 
depression follows. 

A stage beyond this is marked by 
complete loss of voluntary control over 
thought. Delirium, hallueinations, 

double vision, tremor, etc.; and yet a 
.stage further hy profound insensibility, 
H Mhieh the person usually dies. 

In rerereucc to the remote effects ot 
nU^linl, when wc consider fnat the cou- 
ditiou of intoxication is but a transient 
state of insanity, wc might reasonaliiy 
(■.spect thnt this condition often re- 
peated would product permanent mental 
dcninsri.meiit, ami fiO it does. 

It wns often my unpleasant 
duty, wiien in charge ot tlic 
lock-ivaids hi the hospital, to re- 
main all night wiib men sulTcring from 
delirium tremens. Let me relate for 
yon the sensations of one poor unfor- 
tunate while in this condition. He said, 
'•For three days I experienced more 
agony than pen could describe, though it 
were gnided hy the hand of a Dnnte. 
Who can tell the horrorn of that hor- 
rible malady, aggravated, ns it is, hy 
the ever-abiding consciousness that it 
15 scir-soufiht? Hideous faces apiiearcd 
on the walls, and on the ceiling, and 
on the floor. Foul thinffs crept along 
the hod-clothes, and glaring eyes peered 
Into mine. I was nt one time snrrnund- 
cd by millions of monstrons .■spiders, 
who crawled .siowly. slowly over my 
limb.':, whilst Ijcadud drops of perspira- 
tion would start to my brow, and my 
limbs would shiver until the bed rat- 
tled again and again. Strange lights 
would daaec before m.v eyes, and then, 
suddenly, the very hlnekness of darkness 
would appal mc by its dense gloom. All 
at once, whilst galling nt a trighliul 
crcalioii ot my distcinpercd liinin, I 
sci^med struck ivith sudden blindness. I 
knoiv a laiidle wns burning in iny room, 
bul I could not see it, all was so pitchy 
dark. 1 lost the Bciiso of feeling, ton, 
tor I endeavored to grasp my arm in 
one band, but eonseiousncis was gone. 
I put my hand to my side, my head, 
but felt nothing, nnd still I knew my 
limbs and frame were there. 

And then the scene would chnngo. 1 
T.-as fai'.iiig Mwifiiy us nn arrow far 
down into some terrible nhyss, and so 
like reality was it that as I fell I c-julu 
see the rocky sides ot the horrible 
shaft, where mocking, gibing, siieering, 
fiend-like forms were perched nnd 1 
could feel the nir rush past mc, m.-.king 
my liriir slrenm out by the force of the 
iiiiwliolesomc hhist. Then the par- 
o.'iy.sm |iioiiietimi,'8 ceased for a tew 
moments, and I would sink back on my 
nillnw drenched with perspiration, ut- 
leily exhausted, and feeling a dri-iidrnl 
nnc'ertaiuty ot the renewal of my tor- 
ments." 

This condilion generally HUpervencs 
when the accustoniod stimulus is with- 
held, showing th' utter ncrversion of 
the mental faculties brought nbont by 
(he poison.

In the- morning, morose pud rnelnn- 
choly, disgusted with himself and dis- 
sritislied with all nronnd him, weak nnd 
tiemulou.^ iacnpnble of any exertion, 
i.;tlicr of body or mind, liis first feeling 
is a desire for stimulants, with every 
fresh dose ot which he recovers a cer- 
tain degree of vigor, both of body and 
mind till lie feels comparatively com- 
fortable. 'J'hc craving soon returns, and 
he drinks to into.'cie.ition. Then suc- 
ceeds the restless sleep, the sultcring. 
the comparative trnr.quilily, the oscitc- 
mcnt, nnd the state ot insensibility. It 
not stopped, the iiatieut continues this 
same .oiirse until he dies or becomes 
imbecile." . . .

I left Denmark, my native cinnitry, 
in *7I, a liglil-hcarted boy of tirenty 
years ot age.

I pro- 
mised, when lenrtug home, to be back in 
live .vcnr.f. intt never returned. I Erst 
went to Cnlifornin, Humboldt <"iaiiity. 
where I worked on a ranch in the nioim- 
tains for three yenra. Then I si-at to 
Dcnmiirk fsr iv.y sisii-r nnd iiiotlier. 
That sinter, after she nnived in Cnli- 
foniia. got converted, and pruyi-d for 
fifteen years for my salvntiou. Thnuk 
God, her iirnyers are nnv,- answered. 

After leaving my work in the nmiin- 
tains, 1 went lo Kureka, the i-oaiity 
sent of llimilioldt, and worked iherc in 
a shingle mlill for eighteen mmitlts. 
While there I became nonuainled v.-jth 
a girl from my native country, a girl 
much too good for me, lint we murricd. 
i was at Eureka nltogethcr three yi^arn, 
during which time I never Avenl inside 
of a eluireh. In my own estimation, I 
was as good ns anybody, and a little 
lietter. After that my wife anil I 
wcui out in the mountains and rented 
a rniuh tor three years. I lost tnnr- 
teen hundred i^ollars on the Irnnuiie- 
linn. 

That Hndo Hy Heart StII! Harder. 
Then our first boy was born, and after 
a few months, God, in His mercy, called 
him Immc. 'I'liat occasion was the first 
time that I really knew God called me. 
That set mc to thinking about my sniil's 
salvation. I had almost to he torn luvay 
from my dead hoy's body. 

I never was happy, ns far as this 
world can give hnppincs.^, except when 
ont on the mountains, on a wild horse 
»r mule, or killing a bcur or a rnlilnraia 

Thrown by a wild mule. Another time 
I had my collar and shirt sleeve cui off 
at the wri.it from a shot-irim burs'.ins 
in my bands, when firing, nnd yet Gml 
spared my life. 

! bought n stoeU-rnneh in the niiuia- 
tains fifteen miles from any waggon 
road, nnd nearly forty from civiliKiilioii. 
But tuy wife, formerly n very hciiri) 
woman, was losing her health, and Iie- 
canie reduced to a skeleton. After seven 
jenrs of sufferiiig, she was unable lo 
walk, or even to stand on her feet. 
After eleven years ot ups and downs, 
mostly doivns. my wife was carried on 
a stretcher fifteen miles to a waggon- 
road, then en to Hydcsvillc, where a 
doctor came to^Ece her professiuiially 
twenty-throe times, but she wns tlieii 
beyond hnmr.n iieji>, 

I'>om that ptnce \vo removed lo Uy- 
nin Springs for n time, but it was ot 
no benefit to my wife, so we returned 
In our home, nnd tried hard to make 
np tor nil the money spent in fighting 
sickness, hut tailed. 

'!"d calkJ me again. Giut dii.v hi 
eros.^ing ii bWollirn river, I ujiset my 
mule, and the saddlehorn struck me .in 

the brcp.st do-.vn at (he !>oiio ! ilic 

river. The current carried mo down 
stream n lone wnys, but two men who 
were with me siictetded in resc^liug mc, 
sn God spnrcd my lite. Shortly after 
I nearly lost my life in the same river 
again, nnd on another occasion 1 broke 
my wrist. A horse rolled over me mit 
on the mouiitnins, and I heard GimI's 
warning ngiiin, but my heart wns as n 
rock. 

At last a hard winter came and killed 
all our live stock— sheep, cattle, and 
horses. Jfy sheep were ."■i.t niile-s up 
the river ; all died, and the shepherd 
relurned nlonc. I v.'as taking vnie .if 
my eaiMt._ Lor.o.es, and Inigs at home, liat 
ill (hat fearful winter for ton weeks I 
could not move tor rheumatism. My 
wrist bent out of ahnne in a few days, \ 
iisiild iiidy ernwl on my l>vo kuec" "<"^ 
one elbow. .My wife tninted Itiree 
times one day. The little children 
cried, and said, "Mamma is dead," and 
I could not move, nnd no mon could 
get near nur place on account of Ihe 
heavy snow. 'The nearest uelghhor wns 
five miles off. My heart wns a rock 
no longer, it beramp otec!, P.nd 
My Face was Set LIka Flint, 
and I alincst eiirseil my Ifaker. Take 
warning, slniierK !
